PORTSMOUTH, N. H., Au- 


gust 18.—The deadlock between 
the Russian and Japanese pleni- 
potentiaries over article 11 of the 
peace conditions, the limitation 
of Russia's naval power, which 
developed at yesterday after- 
noon's sitting of the conference, 
had not been broken when the 
envoys adjourned for luncheon 
at 12:30 today. 


The forenoon session was en- 


tirely given up to the considera- 
tion of the article and the official 
statement issued after 
adjourn- 


ment said that the discussion 
would be resumed this afternoon. 


While article 11 was the sub- 


ject of consideration for a matter 
of fact the discussion was 
not 


limited to that article. 
It was 


general and covered all the ques- 
tions at issue. It is expected that 
article 11 and the last article, No. 
12 (fishing rights), will be com- 
pleted early this afternoon and 
the plenipotentiaries will then re- 
vert briefly to the articles that 
have been passed over. This will 
be for the purpose of drawing up 
the final protocols to be present- 
ed next wee.k. 


The Japanese continue to show 


great reserve inside the - confer- 
ence chambers -and : apparently 
have sucessfully mystified the 
Russians as, to their ultimate tac- 
tics. 
The adjournment 'at the 


conclusion of today's session may 
be until Tuesday. -The Associ- 
ated Press is able to state that 
the telegrams received from St. 
Petersburg this morning by M. 
Witte were deciphered at the 
navy yard, but do not change the 
situation so far as the Russian 
plenipotentiaries are 
concerned. 


No imperial indication which ac- 
quiesce in yielding up either of 
the main issues have been receiv- i messages.

plosive package capable of 
causing 


death was. sent to Jacob H. Schift', the 
banker, today, at the offices of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Company, of which he',js a 
member. 


Mr. Schifi was at Bar Harbor tjiay 


and when the machine, enclosed in a 
wooden box about six Inches long, was 
received at his office, clerks Immedi- 
ately sent it to the police. 


At first the police reported that the 


affair was^,a joke. Bttt further Inves- 
tigation by an expert 
revealed 
the 


presence of thirty-one grains of a high 
explosive powder and two thirty-cali- 
ber loaded cartridges. 


Arranged so as to fire this charge 


merely by ordinary handling of the 
package, was a cylinder of emery pa- 
per lying in. contact with both 
the 


powder and several matches. 


The flash of this powder would «iave 


discharged the cartridges which had 
been carefully filed at the fulminating 
ends. 
: 


Lead slugs were packed in beside the 


bullets, evidently to make the 
dis- 


charge more dangerous. 


Throughout the machine there wat' 


an oily saturation to insure the flash, 
of any one of the matches reaching 
the powder. The whole machinery wa» 
concealed under a newspaper wrapping 
of Wall Street stock quotations.

Injurious 
changes in foods are not always easy of 
detection. This - Is why in Tsnramer we 
may rea^ of cases of food poiscmlnc. 
often, lab J. caused by the consumption 
of articles, which were : apparently : sound. 
The changes 'produced are of such a sub- 
tle nature that 
at first they are not 
realized. The food appears fresh; in re- 
ality. it is dangerous. Usaafly It Is ma'de 
so because it -nas been kept In unsan- 
itary surroundings. This 
Is especlaliy 
tne case, let me add. with canned foods. 
They are sound enough and wholesome 
enough, but when the cans are opened 
the rule for safety is to consume the 
foods, .as quickly as possible. 
"I have often heard the question ask- 
ed. why. if decomposition of food Is a 
barrier to its use. should we eat high 
game. J. reply. 'cases of game poisonoing , 
are not unlmown. but in ordinary prac- 
tice the game is kept so long that a I 
Brst set of -dangerous mocrobes produc- 
ing decomposition has disappeared and is 
replaced bv other and harmless ones. In 
other -words, game eaten in a state of 
commencing decomposition would be in- 
jurlcus; later on. as a rule. It is not 
"Milk, of aD fluids, is liable to absorb 
Injurious matters. Its very nature, as 
a semi-vital kind of fluid, predisposes it 
to ready mlcrobic attack. It in a breed- 
ing ground selected with avidity oy cer- 
tain microbes. Medical officers will tell 
us 'of a. veritable slaughter of the Inno- 
cents In our great towns and title* *vcry 
summer In .the. shape of -a big death rate 
of, Infants under 1 year old."

LONDON, A'ugnst 18.—A great sen- 


sation-has been created by the arrest 
,of Hugh Watt, a financier and for- 
merly a, member of Parliament, for the 
Camlaehie division ol Glasgow, on the 
charge of attempting to procure a pri- 
vate detective to assist in the murder 
of his former wife Detective Marshall 
testified in a Police Court today that 
Watt offered him $5,000 If he would 
induce the woman to come to Watts 
flat, -where he proposed to kill her by 
the administration of chloroform, and 


i then to remove the smell of chloro- 
form with peppermint. Watt was re- 
manded for trial on bail of $3,000 The 
police found both chloroform and pep- 
permint in Watt's apartments 


Watt was In the divorce court some 


years ago when his wife sued for a 
divorce, the co-respondent being Lady 
Violet Beauchamp, daughter 
of 
the 


late Lord and Lady Boden, and the 
divorced wife of Sir Reginald Beau- 
ofiamp. Watt has since married Lady 
Violet Beachamp. 


Since the granting of the 
divorce 


Watt and his former wife have been 
in the law courts regarding their mar- 
riage settlements, and much bitterness 
has resulted from this litigation. A 
couple of weeks ago the parties ap- 
peared in a Police Court, Watt charg- 
ing his former wife with having as- 
saulted and violently ejected him from 
her house, where he went to try and 
secure an agreement.

Chicago, flying the pennant of Bear Ad- 
miral Goodrich, went hard and fast on 
the reef that Juts out from Angel island, 
between Point Knox and the military 
station, at 11:60 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 
Only n rising tide and the presence 
of the tug Fortune saved the cruiser 
from serious injury. If not. disaster. 
- The Chicago left San Diego at 10:30 
o'clock last Monday night, towing thu 
Bennington, and had clear weather and 
a smooth sea as far as San Luis Oblspo. 
when a light fog was encountered. This 
became worse as the Golden Gate was 
neared, and the atmosphere was thick 
when the war ships were off the heads, 
early yesterday morning.

The lightship was picked up by her 
whistle, and until the fog cleared away, 
late to the forenoon, the vessels lay at 
anchor outside. .Upon entering the har- 
bor the Chicago took her tow to an an- 
chorage off Angel • island, where 
she 
stopped to drop a steam launch for the 
purpose of sending ma.il ashore fcnd re- 
ceiving dispatches. 
The navy tug Tor- 
tune was accompanying the war ships. 


CAUGHT BY THE TIDE. 
Upon getting under headway again, 
ound for Mare island, the wind and 
trong flood tide caught the Chicago an!

An examination of her 
ottom was Immediately made from the 
iterlor and the vessel was found to be 
u good condition. In hauling off, bow- 
ver, the Chicago collided with the prow 
f the Bennington, the Chicago having a 
earn opened, causing a slight leakage 
nto one of the storerooms.

Bill. While you-are right nv/your conclusions'that :it is an effort 
to reclaim private property at the expense of the Government and 
State and taxpayers generally, you have Overlooked the great grab 
of the bill. The bill .provides raising twenty-four' .million '"dollars, 
one-half of which sum comes out of the taxpayers of the State and 
general Government, and the other half-chiefly out of the lands of 
certain land owners, described in the reclamation'district'riamed in 
the bill. While the swamp lands 'of the Sacramento valley ap in- 
cluded in this description over one-half the land so described is not 
swamp land at all, but high aerable lands occupied and owned by 
a settlement of thrifty farmers, with their wives .and families, and 
i large, well-cultivated section of over "one hundred mile's long, with 
habitations occupied by honest cultivators of the soil, good houses, 
barns, orchards, vineyards and thrifty settlements, which will have 
to pay the larger part of the half of expense, attending reclamation 
v\hile the swamp lands proper pay but a minimum of the cost of 
reclamation. For instance, the bill provides' the assessment of all 
the lands in the proposed reclamation district shall' be made from 
the assessment roll of the State and counties in which such lands 
.are situated. 


Now this assessment roll calls for a valuation of nine-tenths 


of the amount, to be collected from high a-nd dry lands that need 
no reclamation. As these high land farmers are assessed at from 40 
to 75 dollars per acre for their lands, besides heavy assessments for 
•their improvements thereon, while the swamp lands proper are as- 
sessed at only from $1.25 to $5 per acre and no improvements what- 
ever thereon, thus showing that the swamp lands pay compara- 
tively nothing for reclaiming their lands, while the owners of ad- 
joining"'lands, which is mainly Government property sold to actual 
settlers by. the United State's and occupied by these settlers, will 
have to stand the burden of taxation to reclaim these swamp lands, 
which arc now practically valueless, and which no'well-informed 
.man believes ever will be reclaimed by the system as proposed in 
this bill. 
H 


In fact, the bill is a cooked-up scheme to reclaim swamp lands 


at the' expense of others than the owners and is positively imprac- 
tical. It was got up by a few grafters to get control of twenty-four 
million dollars, and spend as little as possible of this "sum on Veal 
reclamation, and the owners of real swamp lands are 'being hood- 
winked into the belief that their lands will be reclaimed without 
their paying for it. To accomplish this, three hoosiers from the 
Yazoo Valley were imported into this State under the claim that 
they were "-eminent engineers." Loud praise of 'their eminence was 
announced and they, fulfilling-iristructions, endorsed a .grab plan 
already worked out to raise a'grand corruption fund of twenty-four 
million dollars and rob the owners of nearly a million acres of high 
aerable land of their homes and possessions, and drive them and 
their families houseless and homeless out of doors, to satisfy the 
greed of some unscrupulous land grabbers. 


I do not desire., Mr. Editor,, to have this for publication, as I 


am a private citizen, but I simply wish to thank yon for your bold 
and honest expression of disapproval of this outrageous scheme. 
Most of the California papers have given the scheme their approval; 
others are too timid to expose this gigantic steal. 


; 
The name of our correspondent, is withheld in obedience to his 


request, as the letter was not written for publication, but we print 
what he has to say because the public ought to know it. We have 
heretofore adverted to the manifest injustice of including in the dis- 
trict to be.reclaimed, and saddling them with the cost of reclama- 
tion, lands lying above the flood mark and already in profitable cul- 
tivation. Such injustice is in the nature of spoliation. Why the 
State and Federal goVernments should pay two-thirds the cost of 
reclaiming land owned by private persons which will be worth, 
when reclaimed, several times the total cost of reclamation, has 
never been satisfactorily explained. But even if that proposition be 
admitted for the sake of argument, the scheme to make lands al- 
ready reclaimed hear a portion of the one-third cost allotted to the 
owners of the swamp land to be reclaimed, is absolutely without the 
color of justification. It is virtual confiscation by legislative enact- 
ment because it taxes citizens who derive no benefit or compensation 
whatever, for the enrichment of private persons. If the proposd re- 
clamation scheme will create at a cost of $24,000,000 a property worth 
above' $100,000,000, why should the State or the national govern- 
ment be asked to contribute two-thirds or any part of the cost of 
ment be asked to contribute two-thirds or an part of the cost of 
reclamation? In any event, there is no reason or justice in includ- 
ing uplands under tillage adjacent to the swamp lands in the recla- 
mation district.

They should know that their journals are objects of contempt in 
the world of journalism,'and they must finally learn that,their pil- 
fering and, plagiarism sooner or later become known to their own 
readers^ who thenceforth lose all respect for them. 


Originality is the very life of an editorial. An -opinion is not 


entitled to consideration unless it.is really an opinion.. Once its 
claim to being a bona fide conclusion is established, it is then en- 
titled to consideration on-its intrinsic merits. It.may be good, bad 
or indifferent, but at least it is not an- idea boldly stolen from some _ 
one else or a revamping of what some one else has better said. The, 
matter may be good and the reasoning bad. The premise may be 
faulty but the conclusion sound and honest. 
It may strike an un- 


popular note yet be the expression of courageous dissent from gen- 
erally accepted views. 
Occasionally it voices a protest against the 


social organization so virile, so keen and so" charged with honest 
conviction that it .provokes interest and claims respect. 
Sometimes 


a barren conclusion is reached by sophistry so clever and rhe- 
toric so brilliant that the article is worthy of study for its style and 
ingenuity. Again, a proposition may-be laboriously hammered out, 
•but the work is done so thoroughly when finished that nothing 
further is left to be"said.

Moreover,'the editorial—if original, as it should be in ^the very 


nature of things—expresses not only a view but 'indicates a view- 
point, a state of mind, and a mental attitude which, is often instruc- 
tive and •illuminative, even when the. subject is not treated with 
conspicuous grasp or penetration. But if. the editorial be cribbed 
from some other publication it is no more an evidence of standpoint 
and mental attitude than it is of thought, erudition or conclusion.

is as if a man had stolen .a picture and labeled it as the work of his 
own hands. He may be a discriminating thief, but the quality of 
his plunder does not mitigate his offense or give his larceny the 
indispensable requisite of character. 


A correspondent of the Baltimore Sun says he has discovered, 


after investigation, that the vast majority of persons who apply to 
the courts for divorce were :.married by civil- magistrates. He de- 
clares that only a small proportion of those married, by the sacra- 
ment of the church get divorced. If this be;a,fact it is,.worthy of 
attention.

Meek's letter to the Board of Trustees 
of this place was read at the Board 
meeting last Wednesday evening and 
ordered filed. 
Mr. Meek alleged- that 


the facts had been misrepresented :'to 
to him when his signature was asked 
to the petition to're-grade and macad- 
amize Castro street. He .-said that he 
had-signed the paper under .the im- 
pression .that he would have nothing 
to pay if the improvement were made. 
: Since then, he said, he found that 
he wpuld be obliged to pay 90 cents 
per foot of 'his frontage along Castro 
street for the curbing and gutter. Al- 
together it would amount to more-than 
$1000 to be paid by the Meek estate. 


When the communication was read at 


the meeting, Mayor C. W. Hejer at 
whom the allegations were aimed de- 
clared that they were not true. 
He 


said that he had told Mr. Meek that 
the town would 'pay for the new ma- 
cadam, and had not misled him about 
the paying fbi the curb and gutters. 
He said that in the presence of the 
Trustees Mr. Meek,had acknowledged 
that he would have" to pay for these 
and said that "ie aid not mind the ex- 
pense. 
'The request of Mr.'Meekr that his 
name tie withdrawn from the petition 
was not granted by the Board. No fur- 
ther action was taken in the matter 
beyond filing the letter. 


For the-, third time in the last few 


months the Trustees passed a resolu- 
tion to grade and macadamize Castro 
street from the northwesterly limits of 
the town to the center of D street. The 
first time the company refused to take 
the contract after it had been award- 
ed, the second time the town printer 
had omitted a portion of the notice to 
bidders. 


Despite the, delays and annoyances 


the Trustees -are determined that the 
Improvement shall\be made! If it can be 
brought about in no other way, the 
town will grade and macadamize two 
blocks along the distance at its own 
expense and force the property own- 
ers to pay for attending to that por- 
tion between the- improved 
places. 


This can be done by virtue of a recent 
act of the legislature. 
f 
Charles Schilling, the Town Marshal, 


was instructed to refuse any more re- 
quests for liquor licenses if brought to 
him. 
It was informally stated at the 


meeting, that two more saloons were 
being started in town, and the Trus- 
tees think there are enough already.

In that fact they had all the necessary 
evidence against middlemen—rascals in 
no way connected with the Industries 
which

exploited—and 
It ' waa 
astounding that they should be allowed 
to'comer nation's food supplies-.and gen- 
eral produce,, and so bring about meab- 
hires of ruin and want that were. quiUv 
unknown to antiquity. When they-'turned 
to ordinary .betting and wagering, they 
might feel inclined to say it was im- 
moral, if they adopted the view of th'? 
anti-gambling 'Stalwarts, who 'denounced 
it as the means by which people sought 
to get something for nothing. But it 
would be carrying matters to extreme's 
by associating threepenny whist or half- 
penny bridge.' or a wager on a horse, 
with immorality. 
They, must let their 
Judgment come to the rescue. Whist or. 
bridge might be played for recreation or 
the mind »t the close of a busy day, ami 
the^man be more benefited for the worlc 
of .the morrow; or a man might go tr> 
Epsom or Ascot and indulge his fancy: 
but they should form a very different 
estimate of the. man who went to thv 
course and backed a horse from that of; 
-the individual who did it over the wires, 
without going out of town at all. Tlr: 
latter was an exemplification of the de- 
sire to make money, to. get something 
for nothing, /and -therein lay the ques- 
tion of gambling pure and simple.- There 
was a tendency to brand all betting a» 
immoral: but while the hearts of people, 
who held that view might be in the. 
right place,, it was really a question of 
their heads. It was extremes that must 
be condemned, and It they considered 
schemes from the proper point they 
would not find themselves -condemning. 
acts simply because a small number of 
people lost their self-control. The stal- 
warts of ]Sxeter Hall, the opponents of 
the amusements of the people, urged that 
betting involved a waste of money. They 
were wrong. 
It was'.not a waste of 
money. 
It was a risk of money, but 
there was nothing they could take up 
that did not Involve risk, and .how were 
they going to prove It was. ethically 
wrongi to risk a small sum? The sug- 
gestion that-a'person who made » bet 
wanted to get something for nothing 
was absurd.

It was 
necessary to remove every stick of tim- 
ber before Ford's body could be ex- 
tricated. The rescuers /expected to un- 
cover a cropse, but the unfortunate young 
man was conscious', wlfen the lumber 
pile was taken off of him. 
Ford was removed to a. drug store In 
the vicinity and later taken to his home, 
where he was attended by Dr. A. W. 
Hitt of 3017 Grove street. An examina- 
tion ,of Ford's' injuries revealed the fact 
that the pelvis had been crushed and 
that the victim had suffered serious In- 
ternal injuries. It seems that when the 
massive pile. of lumber fell and buried 
Ford beneath its weight the greater part 
of it struck the young man on the side. 
The.;weight of the .pile crashed Ford's 
hips together, until they met. Despite 
the grave nature of the wounds, both in- 
ternal and external; Dr. Hitt is of'the 
opinion that the patient will pull through 
in a few weeks.'

' SAN MATEO, August 18.—An official 
report of crop conditions, submitted by 
the local agent, of the Southern Pacific 
Company for the district about this town, 
shows a poorer prospect than any in 
many years. The report recites that the 
leading products are hay, milk and grain. 
The crop of hay will be of average quan-. 
tity, but it will be of a very poor Quality, 
a fact due to the late spring rains, which 
produced rust.. About two thousand acres 
will be turned to 
hay, 
yielding" four 
thousand tons. 
The grain crop will consist almost en-- 
tirely ot barley. The product will be only 
about half as large as last season. Three 
thousand acres 
under cultivation • will 
produce about two hundred and 
fifty 
tons. •

last year^md will consist of about 1SOO 
tons. It will be noticed that the report 
deals exclusively with agricultural and 
food' products and says nothing of the 
flower industry, in which this part of 
San Mateo county is largely and profit- 
ably interested.
